4/14/04 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the Office Action does 
not provide support for the restriction requirement. This is not found persuasive because 
the Office Action is an election of species requirement that clearly identifies patentably 
distinct species, i.e., species of Fig. 3, species of Fig. 5, species of Fig. 8, and species of 
Fig. 9. See MPEP 809.02 (a). Applicants indicate that claims 1-13, 15 are readable on 
the elected species. However, claim 1 1 from which claim 14 depends is now allowable; 
therefore, claim 14 is also examined and allowable. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-15 
requires novel steps identified as "identifying whether a pixel has a color code value . . .a 
color code value which falls within the range." Such novel steps render the claims 
allowable. 

Yamaguchi, Takemoto, and Higuchi are cited for disclosing the state of the art of 
color image processing. However, they fail to disclose the claimed invention.
